Willowa  Beach  U one  of  the  few  remaining  areas  In  the 
whole  ccaatllne  of  Greater  Victoria  that  conforma  to  the  law. 
In  the  dlalance  from  Cattle  Point,  public  psrtc  area,  to  the  foot 
of  Bowker  there  are  ai*  beach  acceiwe*.  including  these  two 
eslrwiltlea.  In  addition  there  is  a publie  esplanade  running 
along  at  least  half  (he  beach  and  a large  public  park  at 
Dalhouaie.

Murray  Drive  and  Ashley  Road  ended  #p  at  the  water's  edge 
but  a small  road,  railed  Garry  on  our  ihap.  apparently  diw^sn’t 
exist  la  fact.

Reeve,  chairman  of  the  Greater  Victoria  School  Board. 

He  said  it  wa.s  regrettable  there  were  parents  whoj 
showed  "their  inability  to  be  parenl.s"  In  failing  to  impress! 
on  their  young.stcrs  the  difference  between  right  and 
wrong. 

He  was  referring  to  a city  police  report  that  more  than  50 
windows  have  been  smashed  in  six  schools  and  annexes  by 
vandals  with  BB  shut  or  stones. 

He  said  the  school  board's  altltud#  to  “these  flagrant  cases 
of  vandalism  Is  that  those  responsible  should  be  sppreheniied 
and  made  examples.’*  He  hoped  citizens  would  co-operate  with 
police  to  help  catch  the  culprits. 

“We  are  sure  that  these  riff  raff  are  definitely  in  the 
minority.  The  only  reason  the  school  board  does  not  place  school, 
grounds  out  of  bounds  during  after •achool  hours  Is  because  ttj 
would  work  ■ hardship  on  thousands  of  well-behaved  children, 
who  regularly  use  our  grounds  fur  play,**  he  said.
